From State Scene 
On April 1, the “King Bill” meth­ 
od of helping 
finance construc­ 
tion and maintenance of county 
roads ended and was replaced by 
allocations from the state five cent 
gasoline tax under a sharing plan 
approved by voters March 6. 
The last legislature provided that 
when the sharing plan went into 
effect, financing under the King 
Bill would end. 
Thus ends a program which got 
underway in 1947 and which has 
resulted in the construction of some 
32,599.36 miles of rural roads and 
some 91,921.68 maintenance miles 
through 1961. The figures for the 
three final months of the program 
this year are not yet in. 
It is expected by county courts 
that the state gasoline tax shar­ 
ing plan 
approved 
recently by 
voters will account for more miles 
a year than did the King Bill since 
there is expected 
to 
be 
more 
money. 
State expenditure for construc­ 
tion during the 14 years of the 
King Bill amounted to $20,643.397 - 
39 or a yearly average of $1,474,- 
528.39. State expenditures for main­ 
tenance 
during the . eight years 
that part of the program has been 
in effect amounted to $5,781.227.78 
for a yearly average of $722,653.47. 
To be taken into account, too, 
are the many millions of dollars 
put up by the various counties and 
the amounts contributed to county 
treasuries 
for King

by 
farmers. 
According to the state highway 
department, from whence come all 
these figures, 
construction 
proj­ 
ects completed under 
the King 
Bill number 14.266 and there were 
3,066 maintenance projects. When 
the 1962 figures are int both the 
foregoing totals will increase some 
what. 
The County Aid Road Fund set 
up by the King Bill came about 
after World War II as rural rep­ 
resentatives sought to obtain a part 
of the multi - million dollar state 
Postwar Reserve Fund for rural 
road purposes. 
The m easure establishing the 
County Aid Road Fund was intro­ 
duced into the 63rd General As­ 
sembly by R. J. “Bus” King who, 
at the 
time, 
was 
representing 
Franklin County and was chairman 
of the House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee. 
In order “to provide as many 
miles of all - weather county roads 
as possible,” the King 
Bill 
au­ 
thorized a County Aid Road Fund 
to be apportioned among the var­ 
ious counties on the basis of coun­ 
ty road mileage and rural land 
valuation Special priority was to 
be given roads used as bus routes, 
mail routes and milk routes. 
The measure was approved July 
23, 1946 and 10 million dollars was 
to be drawn from the reserve fund 
over a period of five years to fin­ 
ance it. Counties in the beginning 
were to match state funds on a 50- 
50 basis and the state was to pay­ 
out no more than $750 a mile for 
“ the improvement, construction, 
reconstruction and restoration of 
county roads. ' Later versions of 
the measure liberalized the match- 
ing provisions in favor of counties. 
During the first five years of the 
King Bill program, it was intend­ 
ed to use the 10 million dollars 
from the reserve fund at a two - 
million - dollar * a - year clip. 
However, in none of the first five 
years did the counties as a whole 
manage to match this much. In­ 
stead, they used approximately 114 
millfon dollars a year. 
In 1954, 
the first money 
for 


maintenance projects under the 
King Bill was allocated. The legis­ 
lature had amended the m eaure to 
allow some of the County Aid Road 
Fund to go for upkeep of county 
roads, heeding an argum ent ad­ 
vanced by Sen. William M. Quinn, 
of Maywood, and others that the 
state would lose its investment in 
construction * unless 
maintenance 
was provided 
The first mainte­ 
nance money went out on a 50-50 
matching basis, with a $50 - a - 
mile ceiling on the state part. As 
with the original matching provi­ 
sions for construction, the main­ 
tenance matching provisions later 
were liberalized in favor of the 
counties. 
The final King Bill appropria­ 
tion which, as in years past, came 
irom the state’s general operating 
money, was for $5,301,000. The ap­ 
propriation was to cover the pro­ 
gram for two years beginning July 
1, 1961 but since the state gaso­ 
line sharing plan went into effect 
April 1 of this year, or nine months 
after the starting date of the final 
appropriation period, just nine - 
twenty - fourths is allocated. 
Park Supers 
Get Badges 
By provision of a new law being 
put into effect this year for the 
first time, each state park super­ 
intendent and his assistant are re­ 
ceiving badges as law enforcement 
officers and will be empowered to 
arrest lawbreakers on state park 
property. 
The law, passed by the 71st Gen­ 
eral Assembly, authorized the State 
Park Board to employ rangers to 
police the parks or to designate 
other employees to do the job. 
Since the legislature did not ap­ 
propriate parks money for rang­ 
ers, the Board tapped the supers 
and their assistants for the task. 
The step is in response to acts 
of vandalism and hooliganism of 
recent years in state parks, ac­ 
cording to Parks Director Joseph 
Jaeger Jr.

OCR CONSTITUTION 


Our Constitution is primarily intended to provide a means 
of fairly determining the will of the people. It guarantees no 
results; it will not work itself. And if the time comes when 
Americans will no longer willingly uphold and defend the 
Constitution, it will fail. In like manner, if the time ever 
comes when the men and women of America will not give 
of their lives, their substance, and their time to defend and 
serve the cause of freedom, the Constitution will be ignored 
and overthrown. 
As long as we function by our constitutional form of gov­ 
ernment, our fundamental safeguards for liberty will re­ 
in* n secure. But work and sacrifice are necessary for the 
\ .n nervation of our freedom and for keeping our country in- 
uV{.indent and on the right course. Each new generation 
must be determined to keep America free or the Americans 
of the future will not know liberty. 
The following are excerpts from a recent newspaper edi­ 
torial written by a high school teacher: 
“Often these days one hears that our Constitution was a1! 
right when it was written but is out of date and unworkable 
today. We hear that it is inadequate to meet the challenge 
of the present, that it does not provide for the dynamic 
leadership necessary for our survival. 
“In our Declaration of Independence, it was stated for the 
first time in history that man’s rights and freedoms are 
derived from G el, not from government. Here we also find 
stated the idea that government derives its just powers from 
tho c o n s e n t 
of the 
g o v e r n e d . 
The 
framers 
of 
the Constitution carried this philosophy into the structure 
of our government with its precise allotment of authority 
to each branch, by stating exactly what the powers and 
duties of each should be. The Constitution is a covenant 
between the people of each state and the other states. Tho 
term s of the covenant are singularly clear and unambiguous. 
It is only when they are twisted to mean something other 
than what they are th at they seem puzzling. 
“Here, at last, was a government created by the people 
themselves with the best possible safeguards against human 
nature. Here whs what the philosophers throughout the ages 
had spoken of as the ideal. There was only one flaw in this 
system, and it was pointed out by Alexis de Torque Ville over 
a century ago when he observed th at people with our form 
of government should understand and appreciate the sys­ 
tem. or it would inevitably degenerate into a totalitarian 
state with a reversal of the position of man and government 
—government having all power and granting to man limited 
right*. 
“How did the people fare under this unique government 
of limited power? With the individual free to try what he 
would, risk what he wished in the hone of reward, select 
what he would and would not do, and become whatever he 
w’as able, this nation grew into the giant that it is. This was 
not due to anything other than our system of limited, con­ 
stitutional government. 
“Our economic freedom was guaranteed because all power 
not expressly delegated to the government by the Constitu­ 
tion was kept by the people themselves. The powers granted 
to Congress are only 39 in numl>er. The duties and powers 
of the President are strictly limited and plainly stated. The 
judiciarv* is authorized to do certain things only. No person, 
agency or department of our government is authorized to 
have any power of authority that is not mentioned in the 
Constitution. 
“Enemies of our Constitution now say that times have 
changed—that man’s relation to government must be some­ 
how altered because there are new challenges today. Bul 
nothing has changed. Man’s relation to government is ab­ 
solute, as absolute as ii his relation to God. It is not depen­ 
dent on time or numbers. Our enemies are saying in effect 
that the rights and freedoms of man come from God—that 
is, until there are a certain number of people in the nation. 
or until the ’Gross National Product’ reaches a certain point 
“This is fantastic. The basic problem of mankind is free 
dom. The fight against tyranny is as old as history. The 
threat of Communism is real, but it is not original. Tyrants 
have always tried to have slaves. The record of what the 
free gun of this nation have done to tyrants is quite "lear. 
The tyrant* have been vanquished by free men, not by state-

“The greatest hoax of our time is in the notion that great­ 
er spending in the so-called public sector is a means for in­ 
creasing economic growth.

his rem arks to be laudatory. 
N ewspapers m ay find it difficult 
to respond to the press secretary 
in kind. There is no evidence of 
any 
change in W ashington’s pol­ 
icy tow ard secrecy in governm ent. 
The President is about to set a 
record for infrequent press confer­ 
ences, and 35 per cent of the 3159 
Congressional com m ittee hearings 
from January through Septem ber 
were held behind closed doors. 
Of the three com m ittees with the 


highest percentage of closed m eet­ 
ings, two were those which handle 
legislation affecting vital foreign 
policy. 
President 
Kennedy and Pres* 
Secretary' P ierre Salinger were out 
spoken last spring in criticizing 
the press for its handling of the 
abortive Cuban invasion. Newspap­ 
er editors and publishers m et vol­ 
untarily with the President, but 
stood firm in resisting his sugges­ 
tions for any form al pattern of 
voluntary censorship. 
W ashington reporters have felt 
that since President K ennedy's in­ 
auguration the tendency has been 
growing toward lim itations on the 
dissem ination of news. Newsmen 
have not forgotten the ban on in­ 
terviews with the two United States 
airm en released last January from 
a Soviet prison. 
There can be no hard and fast 
rule on releasing or withholding in­ 
formation because there are tim es 
when it is in the best interest of 
the nation to not disclose every­ 
thing. 
Until the Adm inistration shuts 
off governm ent docum ents avail­ 
able to the 
public — 
revealing 
m ilitary 
budget*, 
m ilitary 
pur­ 
chases, 
m ilitary 
history, 
photos 
and drawings of m ilitary installa­ 
tions — all of which would furnish 
a most am ateurish spy 
with 
a 
fairly accurate picture of our de­ 
fense security, newspaper cannot 
accept criticism for furnish i n g 
their 
readers 
with 
inform ation 
which comes in virtually all in­ 
stances from governm ent sources.
